Navy Gives Out Skipper’s 
Story of Sinking of the 
Quail, Month’s Voyage 
to Australia—55 Jap 
Vessels Eluded.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The Navy Department disclosed 
today how Lieut. Com.. John H. 
Morrill of the — — Quail 
and 17 of his men scuttled their 
ship when Corregidor fell and 
made a perilous, month-long, 2000- 
mile trip to Darwin, Australia, in 
a 36-foot motor launch. 

The report of Lieut. Com. Mor- 
rill, 39 years old, of Waverly, Va., 
told how on one occasion his men 


whittled an emergency propeller 
shaft out of driftwood. At anoth- 
er time the engine failed in a 
strong current and their little 
launch drifted through the midst 
of a Japanese patrol flotilla while 
a repair job was under way. 

No iess than 55 Japanese war 
vessels passed within gun range, 
yet so skillfully executed was the 
flight that not once did the ene- 
my discover the launch. 

The men all gained weight dur- 
ing the hazardous journey from 
a diet of corned beef, sardines, 
cocoanuts, canned milk, and rice 
which they bought after pooling 
all their funds for a provision pot 
of $600. Friendly natives furnished 
a large part of the provisions. _ 

Morrill had earned the Navy 
Cross for heroism in the Philip- 
pines during the Japanese bom- 
bardment of the Cavite .Navy 
yard. y 

Bombardment of Corregidor. 

“Morrill’s report begins with the 
tottering of Corregidor on last 
May 5 and describes incidents 
leading up to his band’s escape 
just before the fall,” said. the 
Navy account. “By then eight of 
the nine naval auxiliary vessels 
remaining in the: area had been 
sunk by gunfire ‘and bombs, or 
had been scuttled. Only the Quail 
remained afloat and still on duty, 
despite damage sustained from 
three six-inch shell hits. 

“Two-thirds of the Quail’s crew 
had been ordered ashore to join 
beach defense forces, a skeleton- 
ized force remaining aboard to do 
what they could with one ship in 
the face of the closing-in Japanese 
horde. On the night of May 56 
the encircling enemy opened up a 
full barrage. : 

“‘As seen from the Quail,’ Mor- 
rill wrote, ‘this barrage completely 
covered Corregidor proper and the 
entire island appeared as one sheet 
of flame. Landslides were caused 
on the slopes of the hills. Dust 
clouds arose whith reached the 
proportions of a heavy fog. Island 
defense searchlights appeared only 
as yellow spots-’” 

Crew Scuttles the ~Quail. 

At 4:30 a. m. May 6, the men 
aboard the Quail were ordered to 
report ashore. Morrill and his 
men accordingly proceeded to Fort 
Hughes on Caballo Island and 
manned the final defense of that 
fort, 

At 11 a. m. Morrill. and five of 
the 23 of the crew, having sighted 
the torpedo’s wake, rushed to the 
opposite side for protection.

the approval of the Supreme Court 


fas both judge and jury. 


All testimony taking and oral 
arguing completed, the military 
commission which the Generals 
comprise met at mid-afternoon to 
begin pondering the evidence. The 
decision, when reached, will be 
submitted to President Roosevelt, 
who can approve it or change it. 

The commission recessed late in 
the day, without saying whether 
it would meet again. Spokesmen 
for the commission said informally 
chat they anticipated no announce- 
ment over the week end. . 

Roosevelt's Responsibility, 

It is expected that the generals’ 
recommendation will be submit- 
ted to the President without any 
‘previous announcement even that 
a decision had been reached, and 
that first word of a verdict would 
come from the White House. 

If the commission should recom- 
mend a death penalty, the Presi- 
dent would have the responsibility 
of fixing the time and place of 
execution. This is: provided in 
courts-martial regulations which 
direct that the reviewing authori- 
ty—in this case the President— 
shall issue orders for execution of 
a sentence. 

The commission would be re- 
quired to direct the manner of 
death, either before a firing squad 
or by hanging. It is pointed out 
that a sentence to death by hang- 
ing is considered more “ignomin- 
fous” and customarily is used for 
execution of spies. | 


Government Case. 


The Government, represented by 
Attorney General Biddle and Judge 
Advocate General Myron C. 
Cramer, has asked that the men 
be condemned to death, the war- 
time penalty prescribed for ene- 
mies found behind the lines in 
civilian dress, 

The men came ashore from Ger- 
man submarines, four of them on 
Long Island and four in Florida.

WPB Has _ Entered Into 
Agreement With Eugene 
Houdry, Says Paper. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP).—The 
News said tonight in a Washing- 
ton dispatch that Eugene Houdry, 
French-born chemist and physicist, 
had entered into an agreement 
with.the War Production Board to 
produee 600,000 tons of synthetic 
rubber in the next 12 months. 

This amount, the News said, is 
“twice as much as the most optim- 
istic Government official estimated 
would be turned out before 1944.” 

The News quoted Houdry as say-

-This system would 
be followed from year to year.

SHIPPING ILLINOIS GREEN CORN 
INTO ST. LOUIS FORBIDDEN 


All. shipments of Illinois green 
corn into Missouri were stopped 
by the Missouri Department of 
Agriculture yesterday because of 
the spread of the European corn 
borer in Illinois fields. 
Quarantine regulations for near- 
ly 20 years had prevented ship- 
ments into this State of green 
corn from certain infected fields 
in Illinois, State Entomologist J. 
A. Denning told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. , 

“We continued to receive green 
corn from fields we inspected and 
found were free of the corn 
borer,” Denning said, “but now we 
find the pest has spread to such 
an extent that we have made the 
quarantine cover all infected 
states east of the Mississippi River. 
Shelled field corn is not involved 
in the quarantine because the in- 
sect bores into the cob only.” 

, St. Louis has been receiving ap- 
proximately 900 bushels of Illinois 
green corn, suitable for table use, 
each day since the 1942 crop start- 
ed to move to market. The city 
may continue to receive green 
corn from Missouri, Nebraska, 
lowa, Minnesota, Arkansas, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi and Tennessee.

ODT Plan Is Impracti- 

cal Due to Cost and 
Truck Shortage.  — 


The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce has protested against a con- 
templated Government order which | 
would prohibit rail transportation 
of freight shipments having both 
origin and destination within the 
St. Louis-East St. Louis switching 
district. 

It has been proposed, said Direc- 
tor Carl Giessow of the Chamber's 
Traffic Bureau, in his letter of pro- 
test, that such shipments be divert- 
ed. to trucks. 

A survey made during five days 
in.June, Giessow said, showed an 
average daily movement of 192 cars 
of freight having both origin -and 
destination in the switching dis- 
trict. He asserted that for physi- 
cal and other reasons at least 1137 
cars of the daily movement could 
not be. diverted from rail to trucks. 
In many cases, he said, the diver- 
sion would involve substantial in- 
crease in cost. — 

The letter of protest was based 
on information that Harry G. 
Brandt of Chicago, Associate Di- 
rector, Co-ordinator of Motor-Rail 
Service, had requested Norton P. 
Willis of the St. Louis division of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion to submit.a draft of an order, 
making the change in the method 
of handling shipments. 

“What character of recommenda- 
tion Mr. Willis may make, I do not 
know,” Giessow wrote, “ but speak- 
ing for the interests represented 
in the discussions, with whose ap- 
proval I am writing this letter, 1 
want to reiterate that all are firm- 
ly of the view that before there 
can be any intelligent diversion, 
except under emergency conditions, 
from one form of transportation to 
another, not only within switching 
districts, but for longer movement 
as well, there must be a definite 
determination of policy and ob- 
jectives as to when and where cre- 
ation of added car surplus tran- 
scends in importance the conserva- 
tion of tires and motor truck 
equipment.” 

As to the effect of this increased 
burden on motor trucks in the area, 
Giessow said: 

“Added trucks are not to be had 

and carriers are under direction 
to reduce their mileage 25 per cent. 
To take on increased volume of 
traffic and at the same time com- 
ply with conservation orders is 
simply not in the picture. Cars are 
plentiful. There is no indication of 
tightness in the over-all picture. At 
any rate, this is the way the sit- 
uation sizes up to us. Trucks are 
scarce, are getting more scarce, 
are wearing out faster than they 
can be replaced. The rubber situa- 
tion requires no comment. 
“Why, under these conditions, 
force traffic from cars to trucks?” 
The protest went to the Office 
of Defense Transportation at Wash- 
ington.

Ger- 
mans on the Kerch Peninsula of 
the Crimea have only four or five 
miles of water, at the strait en- 
trance to the Sea of Azov, to cross 
for operations on a flank of the 
Russians’ Caucasus line. A Vichy 
broadcast two days ago said Nazi 
forces from the Kerch Peninsula 
had landed on the opposite shore, 
Taman' Peninsula of the Caucasus, 
but this later was denied by the 
Italian press which quoted German 
sources.) 


Threat to Krasnodar. 

Since the Germans broke through 
Rostov, it has been obvious that 
they were trying a short cut across 
the Don estuary to join with the 
army of Marshal Fritz Erich von 
Manstein, poised on the Kerch 
Peninsula after the conquest of 
Sevastopol. 

The marines were reported to 
have routed invaders attacking. 
their sector. This German thrist 
was a threat to Krasnodar at the 
foot of the towering Caucasus 
ranges, at the end of a pipeline 
ranch from the oil fields, and on 
railways from Stalingrad and Baku. 

The Russian communique said 
this of the Bataisk battle: 

“South and southeast of Bataisk 
our troops engaged in heavy fight- 
ing against the enemy’s motorized 
infantry and tanks. The Germans 
who had brought in large numbers 
of troops are striving to develop 
their success. Fighting frequently 
develops into bloody hand-to-hand 
engagements,” — 

Cossacks Ambush Nazis. 

Rough riding Cossacks—among 
the world’s hardiest fighters — 
cuarged into battle in the Bataisk 
area in defense of the steppes 
which are their home. They came 
out of the ancient hills—Kurgans, 
they call them—and in one sector 
they ground up scores of Germans 
in a deadly ambush. 

The 650-mile curving Russian 


southern front now runs from the. 


Kushchevka area through. Salsk 
and other points on the north 
Caucasian rail system to the east, 
leaps the Don somewhere beyond 
Tsimlyansk, and then zig-zags 
along the upper Don to the Vor- 
onezh sector. 

At the latter point in the north 
the Russians announced their 
troops were consolidating cap- 
tured positions, and hurling back 
Axis counter-attacks south of 
Voronezh. 

But it was obvious that Hitler’s 
desperate gamble to seize the oil 
and mineral deposits of the Cau- 
casus, to split the central and 
southern Red armies, and block 
allied supplies from the middle- 
east, was making steady headway. 

Heavy Nazi Losses. 

Frequent Soviet counterattacks 
were reported in the Don bend be- 
fore Stalingrad, 

Motorcyclists rushed Russian au- 
tomatic riflemen into the fray as 
the Germans, with prodigal disre- 
gard for enormous casualties, 
threw wave upon wave of reserves 
and machines into futile efforts to 
break the stout Red lines. ? 

The army newspaper Red Star 
said that in one sector alone the 
Germans lost 104 tanks in two 
days. In another in one day, 62 
German tanks were destroyed 
while the Russians lost 17. The 
Germans were using motorized 
cannon and dive bombers in waves. 

(The Germans, in addition to 
claiming great gains below Ros- 
tov, reported the destruction of 48 
Russian tanks in fighting in the 
Don loop. They said the Luft- 
waffe had sunk eight ships on the 
Volga and damaged 16 others. 
Russian attacks on the Rzhev and 
Volkhov fronts were reported re- 
pulsed, the latter by a Spanish 
volunteer division.) 

Russian aviation was strong 
but outnumbered in the vital Don 
elbow region, reinforced by lease- 
lend Boston bombers and Airaco- 
bras from the United States. 

The Red airmen were ‘reported 
to have struck heavily into the 
depth of positions held by the Ger- 
man 113th Division, causing them 
to run. Red Star said the Ger- 
mans retreated several miles and 
that in an adjoining sector a Rus- 
sian tank unit rumbled through 
the forward Nazi line and cut 
communications at the rear while 
flyers rained death from above.

unprecedented momentum of the 
bombing, the Air Ministry said. 

“Hundreds of searchlights came 
on at.once and the sky was filled 
with bursting shell,” said the offi- 
cial account. 

“To overcome such opposition 
it was necessary that bombs should 
fall in a ceaseless rain. They did. 

“Fires sprang up quickly as 
bombs were dropped and above 
them were columns of smoke up 
to 4000 feet.” 

Great loads of incendiaries loosed 
on the city by the first bombers 
illuminated the target for the big 
blow.

Devices on Depth Bombs, Say Sur- 
vivors of Midway Battle. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1 (AP). 
Two young survivors of the de- 
stroyer Hammann told today how 
their warship was sunk in the 
Battle of Midway by Japanese tor- 
pedoes aimed at the United States 
aircraft carrier Yorktown. 

The men, Seaman R. J, Shaefer 
of St. Clair, Pa., and W. F. Lam- 
bert, second class cook, Staten

While the court did not suggest 
a way out of Parks’ dilemma, As- 
sociate City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that some way would be 
found to keep Parks in his impor- 
tant city job. If he were dis- 
charged and another manager em- 
ployed, Stemmler pointed out, the 
same situation would arise in the 
case of the new man. 

Judge’s Decree. 

In hig decree, accompanied by 
a lengthy opinion, Judge Ruddy 
said: e 

“For the purposes of registering 
and voting in the City of St. Louis, 
the residence of a person is the 
place where the family of such per- 
son permanently resides, or the 
place where any person having no 
family generally lodges. 

“A werson cannot establish & 
‘residence’ for the purpose of reg- 
istering or voting by merely form- 
ing, or having, or declaring, an in- 
tention, unaccompanied’ by acts, 
that such ‘residence’ for such pur- 
poses shall be at an address other 
than such ‘place’ as defined in Sec. 
655, Revised Statutes of 1939.” 

(“The place ‘where the family of 
any person shall permanently re- 
side,” Sec. 655 says, “and the place 
where any person having no family 
shall generally lodge, shail be 
deemed the place of residence of 
such person.”)

They Do Best They Can. 
66M, ZAR Extra Innings: Is 
Pere anything in the 
baseball writers’ code of 
ethics that prevents them from 
saying how terrible umpires are 
occasionally? Recently I have 
seen some rather bad decisions, 
but have seen virtually nothing 
about it in the sports columns, 
“UNCLE RED.” 

We agree with you, Uncle 
Red, that there have been some 
decisions recently that smacked 
a bit of fish sandwiches left over 
from last week's twinky-winky 
doubleheader, but we have made 

it a rule never to hang a story 
on bad umpiring. 

Those boys in blue are doing 
the best they can. They are 
honest, striving always to call 
them as they are. If decisions 
are bad, it is because it is only 
human to make mistakes. Take 
a play at second, for instance. 
The umpire is straining his eyes 
to see whether the runner 
touches the bag before the ball 
hits the bageman’s. glove. If his 
field of vigion is limited, as it 
will be if he is too close to the 
play, he can’t be certain about 
the baseman’s footwork, There- 
fore, he may miss the fact that 
the baseman took his foot off 
the bag BEFORE catching the 
ball, in his eagerness to make 
the double-play relay to first. 
You and I are far enough away 
to see the glove, the ball, 
the runner and the footwork. 
And yet they never have thought 
about putting the umpires up in 
the press box. We often won- 
dered, though, why supervisors 
of umpires, seeing such mistakes 
made, didn’t recommend. that 
their umpires move back a little 
from the base, in the interest of 
better field vision, The answer 
probably is that in such a case 
it would be more difficult to tell 
about close plays, tagged runners, 
etc. Anyhow, 
tough business. It must be, or 
there’d be more good umpires. 
Sometimes it seems that the 
good umpires can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand of a 
watermelon.

This underground agitation made 
itself felt in every change in Cari- 
net in Japan during the last 
decade and influenced each new 
Premier in the formation %of his 
Cabinet.

At various in- 
tervals it forced its way to the 
surface and manifested itself in 
open revolt. 

“Younger Officers” Lead Invasion. 

The Japanese invasion of Man- 
churia was planned and executed 
by a group of so-called “younger 
officers,” who took matters into 
their own hands wWithout’ the 
knowledge of Lieut. Gen. Shigeru 
Honjo, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Japanese Kwangtung Army, and 
of the Tokyo Government, and 
who succeeded in forcing both 
Gen. Honjo and the Government 
at home to support them. It was 
the first act in a long series of 
military moves undertaken by 
Army leaders on their own initia- 
tive or acting as factions of the 
Japanese Army. 


The first revolt at home was a L. 
- plot in October, 1931, after the Jap- | = 
anese occupation of Manchuria, of 


which Gen. Ugaki was said to be 
the “behind the scenes” leader, to 
assassinate Premier Reijiro Wa- 
katsuki and a number of high of- 
‘ficials at court. However, it was 
kept secret in Japan and the gen- 
eral public did not become aware 
of it until long after. 

The assassinatién of Premier 
Takeshi Inukai on May 15, 1932, 
by army and navy cadets, and the 
military revolt of Feb. 26, 1936, 
were open manifestations of the 
growing military revolutionary ten- 
dencies*in the country. Since the 
China» War in the summer of 1937 
there have been plots, but no open 
military revolt, but it was evident 
that the pressure of the military 
extremists was as powerful as 
ever.

have been made when Japan joined 
the Axis pact in September, 1940, 
to which the Emperor was said to 
have been opposed, but which he 
indorsed by the issuance of an 
imperial rescript.

Tide Swept by Leaders. | 

The revolutionary tide in Japan 
has swept by many of its original 
leaders. It swept beyond Baron 
Kiichiro Hiranuma, one of its first 
proponents, and a candidate of the 
army rebels for Premier in their 
February revolt in 1936, who was 
later labeled as a “liberal,” and 
was the target of assassins last 
summer when the underground 
agitation of the military extremists 
reached a new peak. 

It appears, according to reports 
from American correspondents last 
week, that it even swept Premier 
Hideki Tojo off his feet before 
Pearl Harbor, although Tojo him- 
gelf was one of the most chau- 
vinistic extremists. Be that as it 
may, Tojo’s advent as Premier not 
only meant that the military ex- 


tremists had come to power, but 


that the war party had won its 
long internal struggle for war. 
How the militarists plotted war 
with the United States is evidet 
from the fact that President Roo- 
sevelt’s message to Emperor <‘i- 
rohito was held up in Tokio so 
that American Ambassador Joseph 
Cc. Grew was not able to deliver it 
to Foreign Minister Shigenori To- 
go until 13 hours after it had been 
dispatched. ino ° 
Roosevelt’s Appeal Delayed. 
The President’s last appeal to 
the emperor to. keep peace in the 
Pacific was sent from Washing- 
ton at 9 p. m. (Washington time) 
on December 6 (11 a. m. Tokyo 


time on December 7), but could{ 


not be delivered by Grew to Togo 
until midnight on December 7 (10 
a. m. Washington time on Decem- 
ber 7) three hours and 25 minutes 
before the Japanese attack on 
Hawaii.

be the first witness for himself. 
The Government completed its 
case yesterday and the trial was 


recessed until] next week. ° 


Pelley’s attorneys said also that 
they had acceded to a request of 


Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Mose- 
ley, retired, that he be excused as 


a witness. The defense had sub-/ 


penaed him along with Charles A. 
Lindbergh and others. 

The defense agreed, too, not to 
insist on attendance of Marriner 
S. Eccles, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, and subpenaed, in- 
stead, Virgil Jordan, chairman of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board, a statistical organization, 
with the request that he bring with 
him data as to the financial con- 
dition of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

William Allen White, Emporia 
(Kan.) publisher who was sub- 
penaed as a defense witness, noti- 
fied Pelley’s attorneys that he 
would be unable to appear but was 
willing to make a deposition. 
White said he only recently had 
gone home from the Mayo Clinic 
at Rochester, Minn., and was phy- 
sically unable to testify. 

The Government has sought to 
show that Pelley’s writings in his 
magazine, The Galilean, and a 
pamphiet called “We Fight for 
This Republic Only,” paralleled the 
themes of Axis propaganda and 
were intended to interfere with the 
war effort, constituting sedition 
under the 1917 law. 

On trial with Pelley are his 
secretary, Miss Agnes Marian Hen- 
derson, and Lawrence A. Brown, 
secretary of Pelley’s publishing 


Pelley’s attorneys said they 
probably would call Lindbergh on 
Tuesday and that other defense 
witnesses would include Rush Holt, 
former United States Senator from 
West Virginia; Dr. Jacob Thorkel- 
gon, former Montana Congressman, 
and three men who were employed 
in salvage operations at Pearl Har- 
bor after the Japanese attack. 

From them the defense hopes to 
obtain support of some of Pelley’s 
statements.

FUNERAL TOMORROW 


FOR DOWAGER DUCHESS 


Services for Marie Anne of 
Luxembourg to Be Private, 
as She Wished. | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1 (AP).— 
The funeral of Dowager Grand 
Duchess Marie Anne of Lixem- 
bourg will be held Monday in 
strictest privacy in observance of 
her ‘deathbed wishes, 

To members of her household 
who gathered around her prior to 
her death in Doctors Hospital last 
night, the 81-year-old former ruler 
of the once-independent Duchy 
said that because of “affairs of the 
present day” she would prefer no 
outsiders at her funeral. 
~ Among mourners at the private 
services will be two of - the 
Dowager Duchess’ five living 
daughters, the present Grand 
Duchess Charlotte and the Prin- 
cess of Schwarzenberg. : 

The former ruler found sanctu- 
ary in the United States after 
fleeing to Portugal-and thence to 
this. country by 
plane. She had been seriously ill 
for five weeks following an ab- 
dominal operation. 

The Dowager Duchess had seen 
her tiny country overrun twice by 
the Germans. The Duchy was in- 
vaded at the beginning of the First 
World War and was occupied for 
the duration of the conflict, and 
is at present under German mili- 
tary control. 

The daughter of King Don Mig- 
uel of Portugal, she was married 


to the Grand Duke William IV of} 


Luxembourg in 1893. The Grand 
Duke died in 1912 and since that 
time, she had led a retiring life in 
Luxembourg, devoting herself to 
her daughters, 

One of her daughters, Marie-Ad- 
elaide, abdicated as Grand Duchess 
of Luxembourg in 1919 and the 
Grand Duchess Charlotte succeed- 
2 her. Marie-Adelaide died in 
1924.

“The airport is a St. Louis in- 
stitution, an investment in which 
every citizen has a proprietary 
right. There are no recreational 
features at the field—only _air- 
craft and flying—yet it attracts 
500,000 persons a year. Our civic 
enterprises, Symphony Orchestra, 
Municipal Opera, even the Zoo, 
are users of the commercial air 
lines—a baby elephant once ar- 


rived by plane. 
“The field at present is self-sus- 


taining. Even before the war, the 
net operating costs were extremely 
small. 

Looking to the Future. 


“But in looking to the. future— 
the very near, the immediate fu- 
ture—we must remember that air- 
craft operation is limited by local 
ground facilities. The sky may be 
the limit above, but below, insuf- 
ficient landing and take-off space 
can easily create a bottleneck. 

“lInless St. Louis expands its 
present facilities, we will be re- 
stricted within a short time to sec- 
ond-class aircraft, and will become 
a mere way-station or a feeder to 
the main trunk lines operating 
from coast to coast and from Mid- 
west to Southwest—this in spite of 
the fact that St. Louis is a logical 
and lucrative point of operation. 

“Air transportation, for St. Louis, 
is one of the co-ordinating units of 
our general transportation system, 
along with the railroads, truck lines 
and waterways.

HERE is one specific for malaria, and

World supplies of quinine, greatest of thera- 
peutics, are short and threatened with ex- 
haustion, There is no real substitute, nat- 
ural or synthetic. The quinine molecule, 
one of the most complex ever studied by 
chemists, has baffled the best industrial 
scientists of Germany, France, Britain and 
the United States. Hundreds of efforts to 
fabricate a synthetic quinine have failed. 

Throughout the world quinine remains 
the staple. defense against malaria; the 
standard prophylaxis and the standard 
curative; the best gauge of man’s survival 
and progress within the tropics. 

The bark ‘comes from species of the cin- 
chona tree, which is native to the North 
Andean foothills. It is another invaluable 
American crop which has been snatched 
away from the Americas, For a century 
and a quarter, the Andes held an easy 
monopoly on production of the bark, But 
the Indians stripped off the prize, killed the 
native trees and failed to replace them.

The Department of Agriculture admits 
“there is every evidence” that quinine is

is not, It continues to sow havoc among 
the poorer classes, reducing their life span, 
their solvency and their working efficiency, 
increasing infant mortality, planting wretch- 
edness and distress throughout three-quar- 
ters of this hemisphere. Repeated flare-ups 
of blackwater fever, the most ruinous type 
of malaria, are reported in 11 American re- 
publics between Mexico and Paraguay. 

At last our Government is considering 
possibilities of redeveloping here the des- 
perately needed cinchona crop. In Puerto 
Rico, our Department of Agriculture is es- 
tablishing a cinchona experiment station. 
In Guatemala and Bolivia, small acreages 
of cinchona trees are actually in bearing. 
It is reported that a small supply of quinine 
can be acquired in Colombia. 

The story of the quinine monopoly epito- 
mizes the worst abuses of international 
trade, the cruelty of undisciplined capital 
and the utter disregard of human suffering 
and the essential needs of human beings by 
greedy exploiters, Dutch and British cap- 
ital have much to answer for in this con- 
nection. 

It becomes more and more apparent that 
our generation must establish a solvent 
cinchona industry in this hemisphere and 
make it strong enough to yield and dis- 


prices which the masses of Americans and 
the less wealthy governments of this hemi- 
sphere can afford to pay. 

As a student Of cinchona, I believe it 
possible to produce refined quinine at 10 
cents per ounce. Such production could 
not pay 60 or 600 per cent dividends. It 
could not produce titles or help fill up inter- 
national society pages and gossip columns, 
but it could keep men from dying. It could 
help restore health to millions of Ameri- 
cans.

Lest I be misunderstood, I has- 
ten to emphasize that here in 
Britain everybody, is as desirous 
and determined as the Americans 
to defeat Germany and Japan, 
from whom Britons have suffered 
worse than we have suffered. It 
is inconceivable to Britons as well 
as Americans that they (the Al- 
lies) are defeatable. 


How explain these contrasting 
natfona] moods? Is it, as some 
Americans opine, that the terrific 
British losses of 1914-18, and, since 
1939, Norway, Dunkerque and 
Crete, have fundamentally changed 
the British temperament, reducing 
it to a “defensive mentality” in- 
capable of bold initiative? 


Six days, obviously, is a short 
time in which to assess the tem- 
per of a nation, and the opinions 
herein advanced are subject to re- 
vision, but I find no indication that 
Britons are fundamentally less au- 
dacious and willing to take neces- 
sary risks than Americans. 


When the zero hour comes Bri- 
tons will participate with no less 
zeal, courage and tenacity than 
ourselves, They will bring to the 
common task alot of excellent 
equipment, seasoned soldiers, and 
valuable knowledge of terrain and 
modern tactics, which will con- 
tribute hugely. 

It is injurious to the common 
cause for Americans, most of whom 
are utterly unacquainted with the 
British people and history, to voice 
snap judgments as to why the of- 
fensive has been delayed and why 
the United Nations’ defeats and 
reverses have been as great as they 
have been, Fuller knowledge would 


tone down their attitude, and an-

Problems Adjusted. 


The close association of two 
strong-minded, normally self-suffi- 
cient peoples, such as is involved in 
the presence of American forces in 
Britain, necessarily creates many 
problems, ‘particularly when . the 
American troops are plentifully 
supplied with money, the British 
soldiers are receiving only a frac- 
tion as much and Britons are se- 
verely lacking in most lines of 
goods as a result of three years of 
war, 


Nevertheless, the adjustments be- 
ing made are far more successful 
than could be made in Franee 25 
years ago. Walking about Lon- 
don’s streets, parks, pubs and 
amusement places, one sees the 
friendliest relations between Amer- 
ican soldiers and Britons. 


The above remarks about the 
British attitude toward a second 
front should not be interpreted as 
precluding the pogsibility this year.

outside critics have pointed out 
that houses with extra bedrooms 
to be rented to single workers 
might be an even more economical 
alternative, . : 

Two Main Lines of Attack. 

Those within NHA who are con- 
cerned over the lag in war housing 
and its almost certain effect on 
production, point out two main 
lines of attack. 

First, they say, specifications for 
essential new housing which take 
full advantage of all possible sub- 
stitutions of materials and econ- 
omies in design should be adopt- 
ed immediately and complete esti- 
mates should be prepared and pre- 
sented to the War Production 
Board as minimum. requirements 
for homes without which the fiow 
of war materials will be retarded. 
At the same time, there should be 
an inventory of available building 
materials, including large supplies 
reportedly held in reserve by the 
Army and the Navy. 

Then, second, they urge a dras- 
tic new approach to the whole prob- 
lem of construction. Pointing out 
that private builders operate bet- 
ter when they are on their own 
rather than under Government con- 
tract, they recommend that build- 
ers be given freedom to build all 
the houses they can with the un- 
derstanding that the Government 
will purchase them on completion 
if they meet certain specified 
standards. This would mean that 
the Government would buy houses 
after completion instead of before 
as is the. present practice. 

Ford Blocks Bomber City. 
The need for a bold new attack 
is constantly being pointed up.. No 
public housing has yet been started 
to provide homes for the 60,000 to 
100,000 workers who will be em- 
ployed at Henry Ford’s Willow Run 
bomber plant 30 miles from De- 
troit. A key housing project, to be 
a permanent community of 6000 
homes on a 3200-acre tract just east 
of Ypsilanti within two miles of the 
plant—nicknamed Bomber. City— 
has been blocked by Ford and by 
the War Production Board’s re- 
fusal to grant priorities. 

Owning 248 acres in the center 
of the site, Ford had Government 
surveyors’ stakes pulled up, ex- 
plaining through his official 
spokesman “that the creation of 
permanent homes on the site you 
have located is not only a mistake 
but an unnecessary, wasteful and 
extravagant use of Government 
funds and vital war materials.” 
WPB has refused to consider pri- 
orities for the project which would 
take a quantity of scarce mate- 
rials to pipe gas, water and elec- 
tricity to the site. But WPB also 
has refused: priorities to projects 
in the city of Detroit. 

Meanwhile the workers already 
at Willow Run are living wherever 
they can—in trailer camps, in tents 
and in the basements of houses 
on which construction was halted 


by priorities. M of them are 
living in Detroit, a 60-mile round 
trip from the plant. This is pos- 
sible while tires still are available 
but as tires wear out and the rub- 
ber shortage grows more acute, 
such commuting will become more 
difficult. And, what is more, De- 
troit has its own war boom and 
housing shortage. 


Evidence Is Piling Up. 

Evidence is piling up of the un- 
happiness of war workers in in- 
adequate and makeshift houses. 
Recently the National Public Hous- 
ing Conference devoted two pages 
of its publication, Public Housing 
Progress, to letters from war work- 
ers in various parts of the coun- 
try. The story from California, 
Michigan, New York was pretty 
much the same — overcrowded, 
often unsanitary quarters and high 
rents, 

“I am working at the Plymouth 
gun plant nights and try to sleep 
days, which is almost impossible,” 
Charles Chandier wrote from De- 
troit, “as we have only a smal] 
one-bedroom apartment and the 
two small children play in most of 
the day. There are five in our 
family, including a 17-year-old 
daughter. I’ve tried to find larger 
quarters but with two small 
youngsters it is almost impossible.” 

“My husband is working at the 
New York Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion,” Mrs. Russell Seville wrote 
from Camden, N. J, “We have 
two small children and are living 
in two rooms, ‘The baby is 2 
months old and the landlord has 
warned me that he must not cry. 


“We pay $10 a week, have no 
refrigerator or hot water. We must 
share a bathroom on another floor 
with four other families. I must 
get all my water to cook with from 
the bathroom.” 


“I work for the War Production 
Board in. Seattle,” Bob Patrick 
wrote from that West Coast port. 
“I live in a shack that used to be 
a houseboat which has been 
grounded. It is just above the 
Duwamish River and the sewage 
that is dumped into the river at 
low tide remains until carried away 
by high water. 
month plus all facilities. We would 
like to get out of this shack but 
can’t find anywhere else to go.” 

Dozens of Telegrams to AFL. 

During the recent. intense heat 
wave in the East and the Middle 
West dozens of telegrams came in 
to the American Federation of La- 
bor from union exécutives through- 
out the country saying that condi- 
tions in makeshift living quarters 
were almost intolerable. As the 
fall and winter bring rains and 
cold weather, it will be worse. How 
Willow Run employes. could con- 
tinue to live in tents and trailers, it 
its difficult to see. 

If workers leave war industries 
in considerable numbers for lack 
of housing, the military might feel 
compelled to take drastic steps.

“T wasn’t in the shipping busi- 
ness in those years,” says Lapham 
wryly, “but was in the business of 
dealing with labor unrest. The 
employers learned a great lesson 
from Bridges. They learned that 
they had to unite—that they had 
to meet organized labor .with an 
organization of their own.” 

Out of this conviction grew the 
Waterfront Emiployers’ Association 
of the Pacific Coast, and later, un- 
der the prodding of Lapham, the 
San Francisco Employers’ Council, 
which takes in various employer 
groups. Labor, Lapham pointed 
out, has its labor councils which 
combine the unions in a given re- 
gion. Why, he asked, should not 
employers pool their interests in 
the same way, as is done in Great 
Britain and Scandinavia? 

The council was formed in 1938 
and to head it Lapham called in 
an outsider, Almon E. Roth, for- 
mer comptroller of Stanford. Uni- 
versity. Lapham became, and still 
is, the first vice-president of the 
organization. - Roth has broad au- 
thority to “police” the council, in 
much the same way that Judge 
Landis supervises baseball, and to 
promote “collective action by em- 
ployers and groups of employers.” 
Bridges says of Roth: “He’s pleas- 
ant, but he’s damn tough.” 

Statement of His Philosophy. 

Much of the philosophy which 
Lapham brought to Washington is 
summed up in a speech advocating 
the creation of the Employers’ 
Council. 

“I do not mean,” he said, “that 
employers should organize in this 
fashion to break any union. I be- 
lieve that the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining has come to stay 
and that employers must be far- 
sighted enough and flexible enough 
to adjust themselves to changing 
conditions. 

“Some. labor leaders may look 
upon this idea with suspicion and 
distrust. Yet I think that a neu- 
tral observer will admit that where 
you have two strong parties, even- 
tually you will have less trouble 
ang more peace than if one party 
dominates, In other words, there is 
less chance of bullying. 

“It’s human nature to respect 
your equal—as well as it’s human 
nature to take advantage if you 
think you have the upper hand. 

“We in this country have a great 
flair for advocating legislation to 
cure all ills and usually that means 
special legislation to obtain a spe- 
cial advantage. 

“If the Wagner Act is with us 
to stay,’it should be modified to 
make it more two-sided. But per- 
sonally I believe that labor and 
employer would fare better in the 
long run if they could do without 
Government sitting at the head of 
the table. 

“So I emphasize this: there is 
one thing that employer groups 
can do at once, and that is to work 
together, not for the purpose of 
reaking any union, but with the 
idea of honestly trying to estab- 
lish better relations between em- 
ployer and employe, and with all 
the patience we possess and all the 
intelligent thinking we can pro- 
duce, ; 

“And remember—we all need po- 
licing; and it is the duty of em- 
Ployers to police their own ranks, 
as it is the duty of labor to police 
its own. Employer and labor have 
a mutual responsibility.” 

_ Called by Secretary Perkins. 

It was none other than Frances 
Perkins, Secretary of Labor, his 
long-time friendly adversary, who 
called up Lapham in March, 1941, 
and told him that the President 
wanted him to be a member of the 
National Defense Mediation Board. 
He accepted and gone -was his 
dream of staying in San Francisco 
on his shipping job. Since his ap- 
pointment to the NDMB he has 
spent virtually all his time in 
Washington, first as a member of 
that board, then as an industry 
representative on the President’s 
industry-labor conference of last 
December, and since last January 
as a member of the National War 
Labor Board. Other employer 
embers have worked on selected 
cases; Lapham has worked on 
nearly all that have come before 
the board, 

His shipping business? Well, he 
says, his ships are running, but 
they’ve all been requisitioned by 
the Government. The company has 
become hardly more than an agent. 
So, in a manner of speaking; he is 
out of business again, just as he 
was when Harry Bridges tied up 
the San Francisco waterfront.

Earlier Idea Ruled Out. 


The new conditions, Maj. Lam- 
bert said, have ruled out the ear- 
lier idea of a supplementary land- 
ing field nearer to the city than 
the present airport. The space re- 
quired for long runways could not 
be had at a close-in location, he 
believed, and he predicted that 
some cities which have been boast- 
ing of airports in close proximity 
will have to buy more land, at 
high prices, or relocate the ports. 

Lambert-St. Louis Field, the 
campaign chairman said, will have, 
when expanded according to pres- 
ent plans, all the requisites for a 
modern major airport. These requi- 
sites he named as: (1) Sufficient 
area and safe approaches; (2) 
water, light and power; (3) rail- 
road facilities; (4) highways and 
accessibility; and (5) adequate 
parking space. 

As a practical consideration for 
taxpayers, Mayor Becker has an- 
nounced that no increase in taxes 
will result from passage of the 
bond proposal—this because the 
city will have paid off about $6,- 
000,000 of earlier bonds before it 
would need to provide for retire- 
ment of the new bonds, and that 
a reduction in. the bond interest 
and sinking fund rate might be 
possible.

Last March, Lapham wrote a 
monograph which he called “Think- 
ing Aloud,” to provide discussion 
among the employer members of 
the War Labor Board. One of his 
themes was the “sheer necessity” 
of organization and unity among 
employers, 

“How long,” he asked, “will it 
take management to realize that 
when labor organizes on an in- 
dustry-wide basis, it is time for 
management to follow suit? That 
unless there is equal strength on 
both sides of the bargaining table, 
a one-sided deal results? It is 


executives fail to recognize, let 
alone heed, this simple fact; how 
the most blind appear to be some 
big employers in the most impor- 
tant industries who place their indi- 
vidual or company aims ahead of 
the broader industry interest. 
“Divide and rule has been prac- 
ticed by labor; unite and serve 
should be the goal of industry.” 
He was all for a square facing of 
issues by the War Labor Board: 
“It is this board’s duty to go 
ahead and establish a national 
wage policy, as well as a 
policy with respect to the closed 
shop or any modification there- 
of. If we. are called off by 
Higher Authority or if Congress 
chooses to carry the ball itself, 
why, that’s that, But in the mean- 
time, let us go ahead, saw wood 
and do something.” | 


Advice to the Unions. 

For the unions, he had this ad- 
vice: 

“We recognize that, while it may 
be up to union members to run 
their unions and impose their own 
self-discipline, in practice this is 
far from easy, and therefore we 
ask that responsible labor leaders 
join with us in telling Congress to 
impose some moderate legislation 
requiring unions to live in glass 
houses.” . 

He ended his treatise in this 
way: 

“May I close on the note that 
both management and labor might 
develop a new attitude and philoso- 
phy of life and that goes for Mr. 
John Q. Public, too. Suppose the 
12 members of the War Labor 
Board had been on Wake Island 
when the Japs attacked and sup- 
pose they had had to jump up from 
the conference table, seize what 
weapons they could, and fight for 
their lives. Then, just as the Japs 
were about to overwhelm them,

Doing a Man's Work on Farm 


Former College Girl Pitches in to Help Alleviate Farm Hand Shortage

HE other farmers in St. Clair 
T county, Illinois, shook their 

heads. doubtfully when they 
heard that young Alvin Kayson.- 
and his wife were going to try 
to farm 285 acres of ground this 
year. That much land was a lot 
for any one man to take on, they 
figured, especially this year when 
the Army had taken most young 
farm hands from behind the plow 
and put them behind a gun. More- 
over, Alvin’s bride, 21-year-old Har- 
riet Kayson, who'd been the teach- 
er at the Upper School between 
Hecker and New Athens until] their 
marriage last August, knew noth- 
ing of farm work\and wouldn't be 
much help to him, 

In was in this last particular 
that the neighbors were dead 
wrong, for Harriet Kayson, former 
college girl, pianist and school 
marm, has turned out to be one of 
the best farm hands her husbasd 
ever had. A husky and healthy 
girl, she’d lived on a farm but had 
never done any farm work aside 
from milking cows, Now, as well 
as being proficient with this form 
of the Jersey Bounce, she takes 
eare of the 27 pigs, the 300 white. 
leghorn pullets, the Victory garden, 
canning, housework and other farm 
wife jobs, and also does such hith- 
erto unwomanly jobs as running 
the tractor, driving the binder, 
harrowing the ground, cutting 
wheat and shocking oats, frequent- 
ly working in the fields with the 
men from sunup to sundown. With 
Harriet’s help, the Kaysongs are 
rolling along. 

“I first began helping with the 
outside work last fall,” Harriet told.

HIS is the story of Pvt. Wil-

Bill’s blue Irish eyes fairly pop 
when he géts to discussing the 
refinements that have found their 
way into the 1942 United States 
Army. Take the food, for in- 
stance. . 

“Last time we practically lived 
on corned willy and goldfish,” Bill 
says. “Now we get salads and 
fresh milk and watermelon and 
eat off’n china dishes. I mean 
meals that would cost you a buck 
in a restaurant. Why the other 
day I run across a mess sergeant 
who'd been in the Army 15 months .

: RS. FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, spending most of the summer at home 
M like countless other Americans in wartime, has solved the problem of 
what to do for a little quiet and relaxation by creating a “retreat” in a 
secluded wooded part of the 1200-acre family estate at Hyde Park. It consists 
of a two-story cottage for activities in seclusion converted into livable quarters 
from the Val-Kill furniture workshop the President's wife once supervised as 
a community industry. This is the haven to which the busy First Lady goes 
when the pressure of public life is too great. She.says she really withdraws 
to get on with her work. But that sometimes means a welcome diversion in 
leisurely knitting or other activities divorced from the tension of her usual 
rounds in Washington or at the Hyde Park mansion long known as the little 
White House. Typical scenes of Mrs. Roosevelt at Val-Kill are shown in the 
color photographs on this page, made specifically for PICTURES. Taking them 
left the photographer an enthusiastic recruit into the ranks of those impressed 
with Mrs. Roosevelt's charm and personality. For he reported later with some 
amazement that despite the fact she had only recently returned from a speak- 
ing engagement, that the temperature was a sweltering 90 degrees in the 
shade, that she was momentarily expecting the President and his party, the 
Queen of Holland, and other guests, she remained unflustered and patient in 
going through a schedule planned when she-had not counted on such an influx 
of guests.
